CCTV plan to protect taxis

CABBIES are considering installing 
CCTV in their cars and asking pas¬ 
sengers to pay up front following 
attacks on drivers in recent weeks. 

The proposals were discussed by 
representatives from the Luton 
Borough Drivers Union (LBDU) and 
officials from Bedfordshire Police 
and Luton council during a meeting 
on Friday, October 25. 

Among the measures discussed 
was the requirement for passengers 
to pay the full fee before the journey 
commenced, as well as installing 
CCTV and screens in vehicles. 

Waseem Ilyas, vice-chair of the 


LBDU, said the union, which had 
previously criticised the police for 
being ‘really slow’ to respond to 
incidents, had been pleased with the 
force’s ‘engagement’ at the meeting. 

The union’s plan comes after 
another attack this week in which a 
gang of between 20-30 youths wear¬ 
ing Halloween masks smashed the 
back window of a taxi on Thursday 
night in Littlefield Road, Stopsley. 

Mr Ilyas said CCTV and asking for 
fares up front would deter trouble¬ 
makers. He also said the majority of 
attacks were being carried out by 
youngsters and he called upon par¬ 
ents to take more responsibility. 

He said: “We are thinking of mak¬ 
ing it mandatory for all the custom¬ 


ers to pay up front and the police 
and local council have no issue with 
that. 

“With regards to stone throwing at 
taxis and buses, a lot of that is being 
done by teens and we want the crime 
prevention team to go into schools 
and say that crimes such as these are 
unacceptable. 

“Some of them think that they are 
getting away with it because they 
are too young. If that is the case then 
parents need to take more responsi¬ 
bility. We are also looking at putting 
up CCTV cameras in our cars.” 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire 
Police said: “We are going to contin¬ 
ue to liaise with the taxi drivers 
in Luton to ensure all lines of 


communication remain open. 

“Bedfordshire Police don’t have 
infinite resources available and deal 
with calls on a case-by-case basis, 
assessing the risk to the individual 
and when an incident has actually 
happened. 

“In some cases where incidents are 
reported hours after an offence has 
taken place, an appointment system 
is in place. 

“Anyone who is a victim of crime 
should contact Bedfordshire Police 
as soon as a crime has taken place. 

“If anyone is in danger or if the 
offender is still in the area officers 
will attend.” 

A council spokesman said: “It was 
helpful to meet with the trade repre¬ 


sentatives as we do not get notified 
of incidents. We will continue to 
support the police with the produc¬ 
tion of documents promoting how 
taxi drivers can keep safe. 

“We have also suggested a scheme 
of ‘safe areas’, working with the 
police and local petrol stations. 

“While no specific issues were 
raised about lack of council support, 
we have also offered to review the 
specification for CCTV and screens 
should the trade wish to fund and fit 
these themselves. 

“Ultimately the issue is with the 
trade and the police with regards to 
responding to incidents within the 
town and a programme of bi-month¬ 
ly meetings has been put in place.”

Barnfield is selected to 
run new primary school

THE Barnfield Federation has 
moved a step closer to running a 
new primary school in 
Cambridgeshire - despite being 
under investigation. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet met on Tuesday 
to decide who it wanted to spon¬ 
sor the new school in North Ely. 

Members chose the Barnfield 
Schole Academy Trust as its 
preferred sponsor - despite being 
aware the organisation is being 
investigated by the Department 
for Education (DfE) and the 
Skills Funding Agency (SFA). 

It was one of six education 
providers that applied to the 
council to run the new school, 
due to open next September. 

The decision comes a week 
after a spokesman for the SFA 


said it had ‘received allegations’ 
against Barnfield which were 
being taken ‘seriously’ in a joint 
investigation with the DfE. 

The inquiry is looking at the 
Federation’s finances, as well as 
its information systems and 
management systems. 

Futon MPs, Gavin Shuker and 
Kelvn Hopkins, have also written 
to the DfE voicing their own con¬ 
cerns about the Federation and 
Mr Shuker has said he is hoping 
to quiz Education Secretary 
Michael Gove on the matter. 

In the meeting, 

Cambridgeshire’s executive 
director for children, families 
and adults recommended that 
members chose the Barnfield 
Schole Academy Trust, saying in 
a report the organisation had 
demonstrated ‘the greatest 
understanding of the local con¬ 
text in which it would operate’. 


They added that it had shown 
‘experience in setting up schools 
in sometimes challenging envi¬ 
ronments’. 

David Harty, cabinet member 
for education and learning, told 
the cabinet that the council had 
learned of the investigation only 
after an assessment panel had 
made its decision. 

He said: “Whilst I remain 
confident that the panel was 
right to select Barnfield Schole 
Academy Trust as their preferred 
sponsor, there is a possibility 
that the Secretary of State may 
decide not to enter into a funding 
agreement with the trust by 
December 12, 2013.” 

The cabinet agreed that should 
that happen, The Active Teaming 
Trust would become their alter¬ 
native preferred sponsor. 

The final decision now lies with 
the Secretary of State.

A spokeswoman said: “The launch 
went very well and we are really 
pleased with how the shops are look¬ 
ing. We hope the people of Dunstable

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Passengers horror at 
(corn] snake on a plane

POLICE and border force officers met 
a flight into Luton this week after a 
snake was found on a plane . 

Passengers recoiled in shock as the 
reptile was discovered in a man’s 
pocket on the easyfet service from Tel 
Aviv in Israel, on Wednesday evening. 

Questions are being asked as to why 
the snake was not discovered by 
security before the flight. 

The scenario was compared to the 
2006 film ‘Snakes on a Plane’, the plot 
of which centres around a gangster’s 
plan to crash an aircraft before it 
arrives in Los Angeles by planting a 
crate of venomous snakes on board to 
kill the passengers and crew. 

Despite the similarity with the film 
plot, this incident was not as serious, 
as the reptile found was in fact a non- 
poisonous corn snake. 

Passenger Rafi Addleston said that 
the snake had been in the man’s top 
pocket the whole time and during the 
flight he brought it out. He saw that 
one passenger had to be moved by 


airline stewards as she was fright¬ 
ened and the snake was then put into 
a takeaway box. 

He added: “I found it funny and the 
first thing I thought of was the film 
‘Snakes on a Plane’. There was a 
mixed reaction from the passengers.” 

A spokesman from easyfet said; “We 
can confirm that a passenger brought 
a small snake in a container onboard 


a flight from Tel Aviv to Luton. 

“As soon as crew became aware of 
this they dealt with the issue in a 
professional manner, immediately 
contacting the authorities. 

“The safety of passengers is always 
our highest priority. 

“We have raised the issue with the 
airport to understand why the reptile 
was not detected during security.”

Nursery nurse in 
sex assault jailed

A MALE nursery nurse was 
jailed for four years on 
Wednesday for sexually 
assaulting a three year-old 
girl in his care. 

Steven Munn, 30, had plead¬ 
ed not guilty to sexual assault, 
but was convicted by a jury at 
Luton Crown Court. 

He pleaded guilty to eleven 
charges of making indecent 
images of children and one 
charge of possessing 476 
images. 


The incident first came to 
light when a mother at the 
nursery where he had worked 
for 11 years was told by her 
daughter that a man at the 
nursery had intimately 
touched her. The offence, 
which Munn, continues to 
deny, occurred in January 
2012. After the offence police 
found he had been viewing 
child abuse images on his 
computer. 

Judge David Farrell QC 
made an order that neither 
the school nor the victim 
should be identified but he 


lifted another ruling and said 
Munn could be identified. 

He told Munn: “It is every 
parent’s nightmare that their 
child could be abused by a 
pervert such as you, particu¬ 
larly when that child is 
entrusted to you in the 
environment of a nursery.” 

He said that, in addition to 
the jail term, Munn would 
never be allowed to work with 
children again, must register 
as a sex offender for life, and 
be monitored under a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order 
indefinitely.

“We had been promot¬ 
ing the half marathon 
for months and that it 
was closed road race. 
2,500 letters went out 


to residents who were 
directly affected. 

Two specialist convoys 
formed the front and 
back of the half mara¬ 
thon. The one that led 
was putting the road 
closures in place and we 
did this as late as we 
possibly could. 

As soon as the last 
runner was through and 
it was safe, we lifted it 
as quickly as we could. 
As it was a rolling road 
closure, diversion signs 
would not have worked 
as they would have to 
change every time you 
reopened a road. 

All roads were 
reopened by 1.15pm and 
marshals tried their 
best under difficult cir¬ 
cumstances letting resi¬ 
dents through when it 
was safe. The road clo¬ 
sures protect both the 
runner and the motorist. 

The consensus is we 
should host this event 
again and any issues 
that have arisen will be 
part of the de-brief. 

We have had many 
positive emails from 
runners thanking the 
sponsors for a fantastic 
event!” 


SIR - I have just written 
to Luton Borough 
Council with two com¬ 
plaints about the road 
closures for the Half 
Marathon on Sunday. 

First, I fully understand 
that these sort of 
events have to take 
place on a Sunday and 
that roads have to be 
closed for safety 
reasons, but the route 
that was chosen cut the 
town in half, with no 
obvious way from one 
side to the other. 

On a Sunday morning 
we go to Church at 
Central Baptist Church 
in Park Street. We come 
from Leagrave, our 
route being, Hatters 
Way, Telford Way, 
Hucklesby Way, 

Guildford Street, Church 
Street and Park Street. 

I enquired at the 
parking shop in the 
Town Hall as to my best 
route. Their best sug¬ 
gestion was that I park 
in Cumberland Street 
and walk around the 
corner. 

This is all very well, 
but of a Sunday morning 
Cumberland Street is 
usually full. This means

Think of the animals

Traumatised dogs are rushed 
to vets for emergency treatment;

rabbits have been known to die 
from the shock. 

Animal Aid believes that, 
for the sake of all animals, 
fireworks should be sold only to 
organisers of public events and 
not to individuals wishing to set 
them off in their gardens or in 
the street. 

A ban on sales to the general 
public would also prevent the 
terrible cruelties reported every 
year of vicious individuals 
deliberately harming animals 
with fireworks. 

We can minimise the impact 
by keeping cats and dogs 
indoors from the afternoon 
onwards, and bringing rabbits 
and guinea pigs inside as well. 
Also, please check that hedge¬ 
hogs and other wild animals 
have not made a home in your 
bonfire before you light it.

Warning on asbestos 

SIR-All Hallow’s eve seems an 
appropriate moment on behalf 
of The UK Asbestos Training 
Association (UKATA) to remind 
ah your readers planning a bon¬ 
fire during the Halloween- 
firework season to ensure that 


what they are 

putting onto their bonfires is 
not concealing a hidden killer. 

Your readers might be forgiven 
for asking why the warning, 
after ah, asbestos is an historical 
problem, isn’t it? 

Sadly this misconception 
contributes to the deaths of 
those who unknowingly come 
into contact with a substance 
that still poses a very real risk to 
public health. 

An increase in fly tipping has 
followed the economic down¬ 
turn and some unscrupulous 
companies have resorted to 
dumping asbestos waste 
illegally. Our fear is people will 
unknowingly pick up asbestos 
and throw it on the bonfire, 
with potentially fatal 
consequences. 

Asbestos remains a hidden 
killer, as diseases relating to it 
can take 20 years to develop and 
there is no cure. Over 4,500 peo¬ 
ple still die every year as a result 
of breathing in asbestos fibres 
and asbestos remains the big¬ 
gest single cause of work related 
deaths in the UK. 

The last thing anyone wants 
to see is fly tipped asbestos 
adding fuel to this fire. 

The message is simple. Under 
no circumstances be tempted to 
collect and burn any unknown 
materials. 

Have a happy Halloween 
and November the 5th, but 
remember to stay safe.

Eight years jail for 
£1.2m tax fraudster

A LUTON businessman who 
fled to Pakistan after being 
charged with a £1.2m tax 
fraud has been jailed for 
eight years in his absence. 

Mohammed Farook was 
found guilty after a trial at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Tuesday in which there was 
no defendant in the dock and 
no defence barrister repre¬ 
senting him. 

The court heard that for 
more than 11 years, between 


January 1, 2001 until 

September 23, 2012, Farook 
failed to make income tax 
and VAT payments. He 
charged VAT to his tenants, 
which included Luton 
Borough Council, but paid 
over only £689.42. 

Farook, 53, of Old Bedford 
Road, was convicted of two 
offences of cheating the public 
revenue of income tax and VAT. 

He had previous convic¬ 
tions for theft and fraud in 
1982 and 1986. He received a 
suspended sentence in 1982 
and that was activated in 


1986 and he was jailed for a 
total of three and a half years. 

The jury heard that in 
November 2001 Farook 
bought Stuart House in Upper 
George Street, Luton for 
£1,250,000 and rented offices 
to tenants. It is now a hotel. 

It was calculated that the 
money he now owed in VAT 
and income tax, as well as 
interest, was almost £1.2m. 

The prosecutor confirmed 
that Farook is a UK citizen 
with a UK passport. 
Confiscation proceedings are 
to follow.

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Fears as cats die 
due to poisoning

THREE cats have died as a 
result of being poisoned in 
Luton - and the RSPCA fears 
it could be deliberate. 

The latest incident was on 
Sunday, October 27 when 
Ebony, a four year-old black 
cat, returned home to 
Santingfield South after 
being missing for two days. 

As she was disorientated 
and not eating, her owner 
took her to the vet. But she 
later died from kidney dam¬ 
age. Vets concluded that 
Ebony had been poisoned, 
and the most likely source 
was anti-freeze. 

Ebony’s owner lost two of 
her other cats Poppy and 
Smoky, a year ago after they 


showed similar symptoms. 

It is also thought that own¬ 
ers in nearby South Drift Way 
have lost cats to poisoning. 

RSPCA inspector Stephanie 
Law said: “We always appeal 
to people to be careful when 
using anti-freeze as the taste 


can be appealing to cats and 
causes an agonising death. 

“We can’t rule out the pos¬ 
sibility that someone is poi¬ 
soning animals deliberately.”

Ali gears up for 
a show packed 
with chart hits

HOW does one of the UK’s most distinc¬ 
tive musical voices deal with being 
‘betrayed’ by his former band with 
whom he sold over 60 million records 
worldwide? 

By going it alone and carving out a new 
chapter in what has already been an 
illustrious career of course. When Ali 
Campbell, the former front man of hit 
reggae band UB40, left the group in 2008 
following a dispute, he said he felt he had 
‘been betrayed by his own band’. 

But since then he has gone on to launch 
a successful solo career, releasing three 
albums and touring the world. 

And although the scene has changed 
somewhat for him, Ali says he is still loves 
promoting reggae music and getting 
ready for live performances such as a his 
major London show in December. 

So, how has he changed over the years? 

“I was naive and optimistic when I 
started but I was always aggressively pro¬ 
moting the music that I loved”, says Ali. “I 
started UB40 to promote reggae music 
and I am still promoting reggae. 

“I still don’t think it gets the amount of 
radio time that it deserves. 

He adds with a laugh: “But the differ¬ 
ence now is that I am bitter and twisted 
and resentful. I’ve been through the mill 
and I have been betrayed by my own 
band so I have had a rough time of it in 


the last sort of decade, but I have come 
through it and I am still doing what I set 
out to do which is to promote reggae.” 

Playing in front of big crowds is what 
most musicians live for and Ali is no 
different. He says he can’t wait to grace 
the 02 stage next month. 

What can the fans expect? 

Ali says: “What we do everywhere, all 
around the world, (is) we draw from the 
40 top 20 hits that I had in the 80s and 90s 
with UB40 so everyone knows the songs 
that we play. 

“I don’t, as a rule, put new material in 
the set but at the Indigo in London I will 
be playing some new songs because 
that’s for my bona fide hardcore fans that 
come to see me every year in London. 

“I think they’ll enjoy listening to one, 
two maybe three new tracks on the 
album.” 

Ali says his new album has seven 
original tracks and seven cover songs, 
including his own version of ‘Silhouette’ 
by Herman’s Hermits. 

How did he find time to squeeze in the 
production of a new album and prepar¬ 
ing for all the shows? 

He says: “If you add up all of the time we 
spent making the album, it took us about 
30 days. We’ll have three or four days 
rehearsals to do the new songs but this is 
a professional band I’ve got who have 
played with most reggae bands that have 
come through England - they’re session 
players basically. 

“We’ve been together for five years now 
so we don’t spend a lot of time rehearsing 
because they’re so good and that’s why I 
love them.”

IT is a grey and dreary Monday morning in 
Bedford. I am about to call Roger Moore, yes, 
you read that right, Sir. Roger. Moore: The 
Saint, a Persuader and the longest-serving, 
suavest 007 ever, lames Bond.

school. I rushed home and told my 
mum that I was going to become 
Stewart Granger. 

“When I auditioned for RADA, 
as I said the very first line of my 
first speech, I knew that that was 
what I wanted to do. 

“After drama school I did a 
couple of plays, doing a bit of 
singing and dancing, and a sea¬ 
son of George Bernard Shaw plays 
and then the army stepped in. 

The fact that I had yellow
